Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although the Takeshita et al. reference itself is 
antedated by the priority date, the illustration of figure 7 is not antedated by the priority date. Takeshita clearly states in column 1 lines 54- 
61 that figure 7 is JP 5-64544 published in 1993. As such this evidence is relied upon by the examiner to teach that such formations 
would have been known to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. The rejection set forth in the Office action specifically 
cited figures 7 and 8 as evidence that it is known in the art to have an internal reinforcement with a constant cross section. Furthermore, it 
is noted that Hadano US 5,887,859 teaches similar internal reinforcements having a constant cross section, see in particular figure 2. 
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
